ÂS Beveridge's Aim 

Addresses Canadian Club 
On . Social Insurance Plan 



Principal F. Cyril James, in a broadcast address yesterday 
to the Montreal Canadian Club, staled that the Bcvoridge- Report 
"offers a compieliensivc scheme of social insurance designed to 
fncilUatc tlic attaimncnt of tliat freedom from want which the 
Atlantic Charter sets before us as one of the aims for which the 
United Nations are fighting." The costs of sucli a plan, he stated, 
"arc well within the national income of Great Britain." ' 

Dr.' James emphasized that, after « -—

cold practical light of economies, 
national resources do permit the 
elimination of want If society has 
the courage to undertake the task." 
'. Plan Outlined 
Social Insurance alone, however, 
will not solve our problem, Dr. 
James slated. "Whether it be social 
or private, insurance is nothing 
more than the spreading of risks 
over a large number of people in 
such a way that each of tchm suf- 
fers a small and definite loss. In 
Burancc docs not, of itself, diminish 
the aggregate loss that falls upon 
the community, although, by meas' 
uring and emphasizing its magni- 
tude, a comprehensive scheme of 
insurance may lead the community 
to take constructive action to re^ 
duce the hazard. This aspect of the 
Report cannot be too much emphas' 
izcd. At the very, moment when he 
Is proposing an Insurance plan that 
will protect each Individual more 
effectively than ever before against 
all of the hazards to which he, as an 
individual, is subject, Beveridge 
points out that the scheme, will be 
absolutely unworkable unless the 
•natftm •Br'a-^twir^lajjcrfconstruc 
tive measures to redtice'the aggre- 
gate loss which the whole com 
munity has in the past suffered 
from the hazards insured against, 

"These constructive measures, the 
basic assumptions which underlie 
the whole Report, but are outside 
the scope of the social Insurance 
that it proposes, arc three in num- 
ber. Most important of all, the na- 
tional government (in conjunction 
with other public authorities and 
business enterprise at large) must 
take steps to prevent the existence 
of mass unemployment such as that 
which existed iq Britain (and many 
other countries) during the great 
depression. 

In the second place, the Report 
assumes the existence of a compre- 
hensive national plan to protect the 
health of the population and pro 
vide' for the fullv'rehabiliUUon of 
those who have suffered from sick- 
ness or accident. 

Thirdly, the Report assumes that, 
outside the framework of social In- 
surance, the government will pay, 
from the general tax revenues, a 
uniform allowance of B shillings for 
each child' during periods ot em 
ployment and unemployment alike. 

"Fundamentally, therefore, the 
plan for social insurance which is 
set forth in the Beveridge Report 
rests upon the proven facts reveal- 
ed by careful surveys of conditions 
in Great Britain, and assumes that 
governmental policies In the three 
fields already mentioned will be 
consciously directed towards the re- 
duction of the hazards against 
which the individual Is to be In- 
sured." 

Canadian' Plan Proposed. 
Speaking of the application of a 
similar plan of social insurance to 
Canada, Dr. James said: "The most 
cursory survey of the Canadian 
scene Indicates that we have In this 
Dominion nothing comparable to 
the broad programme that Sever 
IdgQ proposes for Great Britain. In

U.S. College Facilities at 
Disposal of Ârmy and Navy 

Destruction of Liberal Arts 
Claimed by Critics of Plan 

Sweeping changes in United States college life were announced 
by the )\ar Manpower Commission on Dec. 17, Under a new 
joint .\rmy-Navy program the educational careers of apprcNi- 
niatcly 2.50,000 male undergraduates will be affected. 

The new plaii is the outcome of long debate and discussion 
between educationalists and representatives of the armed, services, 
and came just as classes in many colleges were graduating under 
accelerated programs. 
•The plan will serve the primary*' 
purpose of placing the full educa' ' 



ttonal facilities of- college plants at 

the disposa! of the military author- 
ities who will seek to use them to 
the greatest Immediate advantage 
in winning the war.' A secondary 
purpose of the plan will be to sus- 
tain financially htany 'of the smaller 
colleges which were faced with 
closing due to the lowering of the 
draft^agc. 

The plan, as announced in a joint 
statement by Henry L. Stlmson; Se- 
cretary of War, and Col. Frank 
Knox, Secretary of the' Navy, Is ex- 
pected to get under way about Feb- 
ruary 1 "on a broad, democratic 
basis." The Army and Navy will 
shortly enter into contracts wltn 
selected schools to provide courses 
prescribed by the respective ser- 
vices for the instruction of Quali- 
fied young men in academic and 
military subjects. ^

The first of the weekly luncheon 
Ulks to be presented in 1843 by the 
Cosmopolitan Club will take place 
tomorrow at 1,00 pjn. In the Union, 
The speaker for the week is Peter 
V. Dear, a first year engineer who 
arrived in this country three and a 
half months ago, and his topic is to 
be "Barbados, the Fisherman's 
Paradise." > ' 

Barbados, one of the most Im- 
portant members of the West In- 
dian group, has three principal 
trades: sugar-growing, fishing, and 
the tourist industry. Of these, at 
the present time, owing to the re- 
strictions Imposed by the war, the 
only one to prosper to any extent 
is fishing. This Is largely because 
the fish catch is almost entirely 
consumed upon the island, and also 
because the war has made the Im- 
portation of other forms of food 
into the Island very difflculi 

Peter Dear, Wednesday's speaker, 
is considered an authority on fish- 
ing in Barbados. At home he owns 
a small sailing boat, and often he 
and his friends go out on fishing 
parties. This is usually done In the 
line of sport; but if, as someUmes 
happens, fishing is good some day, 
and the anglers catch more than 
a ton or so, they usually go on to 
make a day of it, taking their catch 
into the . fish-market in the eve- 
ning.

The committee charged with 
r(jturning students to their col- 
leges and universities after the 
wlîr met for, the. first time yc» 
Icrday. The grotip of army offi 
ccrs and educators; was appoint- 
ed by Prcsidenti.' Roosevelt on 
November ID-^two days alter 
he signed the, teen-age draft bill 
—to assure students who are 
called into the armed services a 
xhance to finish their training 
aftei- thé war. ^ 

At that time the President set up 
the Armed Forces Committee on 
Education, headed by Brigadier 
General Frederick H." Osborn, Di- 
rector of the Special Services Divi- 
sion, Services of Supply. In his let- 
ter establishing the little-publicized 
committee, the President ordered its 
members "to make a study for the 
Uking of steps" to enable the 
young men whose education has 
been interrupted "to resume their 
schooling and afford equal oppor- 
tunity for training and education of 
other yoiing . men of ' ability after 
their service in the armed forces 
has come to an end." 

The committee is .composed of: 
Brig. Gen. Frederick H. Osborn, di- 
rector; Capt. C'C; Baughman, re- 
presenting the Navy; ' Dr. Dexter 
Keezer, President of Rc'ed College, 
Portland, Ore., now serving in the 
Office of Price Administration; Dr.

Nietzsche Is 
Topic of Talk 

Noted German 
Philosopher Will 
Be Discussed 



Only eleven students were asked to leave Dalhousie Univer- 
sity after the mid-term examinations, which gives that university 
the distinction of having one of the lowest casualty lists reported 
so far. In cNpelling these students, Dr. Stanley, principal of. the 
university, strcsséd the fact that this action should not brand the 
expellees as failures or dunces, but said that' some of them might 
even become successes in other walks of life. 

» The low rate of what the editor- 
in-chief of the "Dalhousie" calls 
"rigor intelligentsia" followed one 
of the stiffest exams "ver set by the 
university. This action was mude 
necessary because of the growins 
feeling In the Maritimes, as in other 
parts of Canada, that the universi- 
ties were "sheltering draft dodgers." 
The only way to find out who 
should stay and who should fight 
was by examinations. Failure in ex- 
aminations was not however the 
sole determining factor. In each 
.caaa^ltuMf».ihad .•^ea.-: previous -de- 
linqticneies. 

Ot the oIe\-en students expelled, 
two were in the Faculty of Medi- 
cine, several were from the faculty 
of Engineering, and the rest from 
Arts and Science. Several of them 
are already at sea with the navy. 

An excerpt from Dr. .Stanley's 
address follows: 

"Dalhousie University speaks only 
for itself. It has always taken elab- 
orate precautions about its entrance 
standards. It has never aimed at 
numbers, or large enrolment, what- 
ever Its financial difficulties have 
been. But, It must be confessed that 
sometimes mistakes arc made. Some 
boys, who wore rather doubifully 
admittcd,°prove to be good students. 
On the other hand, some who have 
a clear school record are quite un- 
able to take the university hiirdles. 
The faculty try, as early as they 
can, and not later than the second 
year, to discover those who are at- 
tempting vainly. Then, In kindness

As a result his work 
remained rather bidden and obscure 
for a ntmiber of'years and not with- 
out sorile Justification, since aphor- 
istic style does not lend itself easi- 
ly to complete^ imderstandlng. 

In bis address the speaker hopes, 
to suggest the problem which Niet- 
zsche faced, and partially, if not to- 
tally, answered.

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It seems appropriate at this timo to re* 
view the existing order in council concern- 
ing rehabilitation after completing a period 
1^ of time on active service. The order in 
council was first passed on October first 
1941 and was later amended on April first 
1942. 

Tho part concerning students is self- 
explanatory and reads as follows: Fart 2 
sections 8, 9, and 10, and 11. 

"In case any discharged person (a) has 
been regularly admitted to a university be- 
fore his discharge, or is regularly admitted 
• to a university either within (I) one year 
t'' from his discharge, or (II) one year from 
the commencement of the university year 
j'br. of the course* which he is pursuing, next 
following his discharge, if such discharge 
preceds such commencement by not more 
-than three months, and (b) resumes a 
course, academic or professional, interrupt- 
ed by his service or commences any such 
course, in such university within one year 
and three months after discharge or within 
such longer period as may be necessary 
to enable him to complete his university 
matriculation or as may arise on account 
of his ill-health or on account of other 
good ' cause shown to the satisfaction of 
^thé minister, the minister may, subject to 
|i|tîie. provisions of paragraph 10 hereof order 
;:that he be paid a grant for any week or 
f^^part thereof during which ho pursues such 
.jcourse, at a rate not exceeding $13.00 per 
week if he is a' married person andj|9j)er 
^week if he is not a married personfdimin- 
iv -ished by such amount, on account of any 
pension such person may have received or 
be entitled to receive in respect of such 
period as to the Minister seems right, but 
the grant shall not bo continued to any 
auch person who fails in more than two 
'fi^aubjects in. any academic year, nor to any 
such person who having failed in either 
bne or two classes or subjects also fails in 
cither or both supplementaiy examinations 
^/^ij/aext offered by the university in such 
(Volasses or subjects. 9. In case any dis- 
^''eharged person (a) has entered upon a 
p.poat-graduatc course either academic or 
{Iprofeàsional, in a imiversity before enlist-' 
IzQcmt or waB.about to do so at the time of 
|h|8' enlistment, or,having completed his un' 
^ejrgraduaie course in a university after his 
f^Bohargè^' enters upon a post-graduate 
jMim^Mf aforesaid, and (b) resumes . or 
;.,|ioam)éncès such past-graduate course 
;' '^îtbîn (I) one year from his discharge, or 
'<II) one year from the commencement, 
next following his discharge, of such course 
" ■ • in such university, if his discharge prc- 
^oedes such commencement by not more than 
jiree months, or (III) in the case of a dis- 
Aai:ged person who completes his imder- 
[knrauate course after bis discharge, as soon 
[^nay be after such compleUonJ if the 
Insister having oonsidered sucK person's 
^ iïttainmenta and his couise, deems it in iKe 
public interest that he should continue such 
^^j^me,-;.the minister may, subject to the 
^pr^isions of paragraph 30 hereof, order 
Ath'at he be paid a grant for any week or 
part thereof during wliicli ho continues 
such course at a jrate not exceeding 113.00 



such amount, on account of -:'any pension, 
wages, salary or other income such person 
may have received or be entitled to receive 
in respect of such period, as to the minister 
seems right." It may bo worthwhile to 
point out hero that there is a committee 
now working on â correct interpretation 
of what types of graduate work will be 
'deemed in the public interest." 

We now quote the part of paragraph lO 
pertinent to parts 8 and 9. 

"No grant shall be paid to any dis- 
charged person under paragraphs 8 and 9 
thereof for any period or periods for which 
he may have been paid a rehabilitation 
grant, nor shall he be paid any grant under 
the said paragraphs if the total period for 
whicii ho has received out-of-work benefit 
or grants hereunder, or unemployment in- 
surance benefit under tho Unemployment 
Insurance Act, 1940, exceeds in all his per- 
iod of service, unless (I) in the case of a 
person who has been in receipt of a grant 
under paragraph 8 hereof, his progress and 
attainments in his course are such that the 
minister deems it in the public interest that 
the grant should be continued, and (II) in 
the case of a person in receipt of a grant 
under paragraph 9 hereof, his progress and 
achievements aro so outstanding that, in 
the minister's opinion, it is important in 
the public interest that the grant should 
bo continued." 
Finally paragraph 11. 
"Where a grant is being paid to a dis- 
charged person under the provisions of 
paragraphs 8 or 9 hereof, the minister may 
order that a payment be made on his be- 
half not exceeding the tuition fees, student 
fees and athletic fees or other charges and 
costs of his course." 

• So it is that students who have hesitated 
about leaving to join the forces because 
of a concern about their course, may do so 
with full assurance that they will be pro- 
perly taken care of when they return. The 
scheme it: may be noted is already affect- 
ing some students at this university. 

We suggest that students, clip this edi- 
torial out for future reference.

In 
any case, I would suggest that he 
did not digest its contents fully, and 
without the idea that it would lie 
on his mind like cheese and onions 
on his stomach. 

The first proposal to which ex- 
ception was taken was that the 
Government Inform the people at 
large as to why it has chosen to 
let students remain at college. .The 
exact nature of the exception was 
not stated; the excerpts was mere- 
ly given, somewhat scornfully, I 
am afraid, and co it cannot be de- 
bated. 



The secondTstatement '^io' whiefa 
exception was taken Was that'stu- 
dents should sit down and aietually 
think whether Ihey ought to re- 
main at college, only doing a6 If 
they were convinced they ahould, 
and that, if they were sufficiently 
convinced, then they would have 
the strength of their conviction 
wherewith to convince the doubts 
and taunts of others. Perhaps the 
wording was not quite clear, or the 
meaning, and It was here that the 
slow dlgesUon was needed. 

However, Mr. Falnstat did not 
chew each mouthful calmly thirty 
twj) times before he swallowed it 
and the result Is a deal of beldiing 
with regard to our Faaclst enemy 
and with regard to the control of 
post-war reconstruction. 

If the Allies are fighting Fascism 
Uiey are fighting amongst them- 
selves., If they ore upholding Com- 
munism, thèy are most Insincere in 
the leaders they choose. No, we 
and our Allies are fighting for the 
democratic right to be what one 
pleues, even it it is Socialist as in 
Germany, Fascist as in Italy, Cpro- 
munist as In Russia or Shintoist as 
in Japan.' We will forco no one, we 
will oppress no- one, we shall allow 
each to t>e a law unto himself. 

As to post-war reconstrucUon, we 
shall not build a new world after 
this war, we shall not be able. We 
shall, if we have a care, prùne.thé 
growth with Judicious hand herë; 
and twine it with tender hand 
there, but there will be no vine^of 
what-U-to-be to plant where the 
vlne<«f-wh«t-hu-been • end - must 
be stands, though blighter.. We 
Shan need .expert SUdUmn^^nan 
who have leained'to lOAw'tiiVyine, 
its every leaf and tendril, no mat 
ter how withered each may be. Wo 
shall lose by It it we employ those 
who have tasted only of its sour 
fruits, and whose teeth are yet on 
edge wiUi their bitterness; we shall 
grow grapes of wrath once more, 
and, with the harvest, will come 
tb« vintage. 'IWIU no one «ver 



low in the sun, or must it ever 
wind about among the branches 
that lead it nowhere? 
-^^tadlgntion must be conducive ot 
hèaâàb^ In Mr. Fainstat's case. 
Howelse but with a muddled brain 
coulid he state that the Student 
Staff Council held during the late 
vacation was "truly representaUve 
ot the opinim ot the whole Can' 
adlan student body," the while iU' 
ainiuting that few studenta knew 
ot the results?

Dear Sir, 

Your hew editorial policy needs 
revision it you do not wish your- 
self to be classed togeUier with the 
Isolationist and anti-total-war ob 
atructionists who are consciously or 
unconsciously hindering total war 
mobilization. 

In my letter of Jan, 18th., I com' 
plained against the negatlveness ot 
your editorial policy ot the past 
few days, and attempted to point 
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out the need for positive editorials 
with construcUvc mobUlzaUon pro- 
posals. Why, sir, did you censor 
the most Important section of my 
letter, which w;b to point out that 
Uie inadequacies exiiUng in the of- 
ficiai government policy toward the 
university was directly linked with 
the failure of the whole manpower 
policy of our government, as evi- 
denced by the rcslgnaUons of EUlot 
Little, AusUn Wright, and the re- 
cent strike wave? 

After pointing out that in 1942 
the Daily did print several very 
commendable editorials, you pro- 
ceeded in that very same issue to 
print the most valid antl-moblllza- 
tlon, anti-total-war editorial that 
the Daily has yet seen. To empha- 
size my point, I will quote: 

'Nevertheless the need for men 
who can cure our social and econ- 
omic iUs cannot be underestimated. 
Should they be slaughtered off at 
the crisis of the situation, leaving 
our country in the hands of AGED 
and oUierwIse INCOMPETENT 
PEOPLE?" (Emphasis mine). 

This latter statement has been 
interpreted in various quarters as 
one which should have appeared in 
6ur local Fascist press, rather than 
In a college newspaper pledged to 
victory. "Young men slaughtered," 
"Our country in the hands of sged 
incnnpetent people." 
Does the Daily imply that the 
young men and women in the arm 
cd forces of the United Nations are 
being "Slaughtered" without actu- 
ally performing a service to their 
country? Are not all our fighters 
risking their lives for something 
they ' believe must be defended? 
Are they being slaughtered? 

Does the Dally imply that the 
only young, competent persons are 
those who studied ' non-essential 
courtes while their country was at 
war? Are not our present young 
anil.fascist soldiers, our recent col 
lege graduates, our labour leaders, 
our war workers, sufficiently com 
petent? Or arc they not all stif' 
fielenUy acquainted with ancient 
Greek' literature to recognize the 
fundamental evils of our society? 

Sir, I have heard the above quot- 
ed statements before, but quoted by 
the fascist pro-axis element of our 
population. I think yoUr editorial 
was a slap in the face of every de 
cent Canadian who Is at present 
undergoing every possible sacrifice 
to help win the war. What will 
the freedom-loving Canadian citi 
zen, as exemplified In the fighter 
In uniform or overalls, Qilnk of our 
university effort after reading your 
statements? 

Your editorial ended with the 
statement "Twenty years from now, 
we may be able to give a final 
conclusive answer." 

TWENTY YEABSI Have you no 
definite opinions as to the need for 
mobillzaUon now? 

It is unfortunate that the Daily 
editorials are interpreted in outside 
quarters at the opinion ot the stu- 
dent body. 

Again, I repeat, the function, of 
the tmiverslty now must be to con- 
tribute a maximum number ot of 
fleers and skilled personnel, in the 
shortest possible, time, to the war 
effort ot the United Nattons.

John Borican 
Dies from 
Unknown Ailment 



Negro Athlete 
Was Great 
Track Star

Many people may wonder wltom 
the athlete whose pictures adorn 
(he loalt of the gymncalum Icadini; 
to the tocker room is. To those ar- 
dent track followers present in 
every place on this continent, the 
records and accomplishments of 
Johnny Borican were as /amitiar as 
those of a great slotesman. This 
great athlete was a credit to his 
race ond to the sport in which he 
competed. He died while still in the 
prime of his life this tost December 
and we print this tribute in mem- 
ory of a great man. 

John Borican, one of the United 
Starles' great natural athletes, died 
last December 23. 

The powerful body which carried 
him to numerous world track re> 
cords and national championships 
bad wasted away to a mere 110 
pounds through an ailment which 
his family said specialists were un- 
able to diagnose. 

"They don't seem to know what's 
the matter with me, or maybe they 
don't want to tell me," Borican said 
before his death at his apartment- 
studio in New York. "You wouldn't 
know me anymore." 

All sports came easy io Borican, 
a six foot negro. Only a few months 
ago, weighing 170 pounds, he ran 
off with the National Amateur 
Athletic Union 800-metre outdoor 
champlonsiîip. He breezed through 
the indoor seuon, adding the 800- 
metre, the 830-yard and the 1,000- 
metre world records to his ever- 
increasing list 

Ho had captured the 1,000-yard 
national title for the thlnd straight 
year and had doubled up to take 
the 600-yard and 1,000-yard Knights 
of Columbus races one> night with 
seeming lack of effort 

Borican came into his own in the 
track world rather later than most 
middle distance greats. He was 29 
and although unbeatable between 
the 600 and the three-quarter mile 
he never attained his dream of 
being the first Negro mile cham 
pion. 

The year 1941 saw Borican gain 
the national decathlon and pentath 
Ion chatnplonships, the only time 
one man won both all-around titles 
in the same year. 

Borican received a muter ot arts 
degree at Columbia University and 
was a candidate for a Ph.D., when 
he died. 

As a youth in Bridgeton, Borican 
was a delicate and diffident chil<i 
and early turned to the arts and 
social studies. But as he grew older 
his remarkable athletic abilities 
took up more of his efforts. 

But he never lost his Interest in 
arts. He was an accomplished oil 
painter and his.portraits hung In 
several exhibitions. Until several 
months ago he was assistant direc- 
tor of the Newark Oub where he 
helped in rehabiliUting many of 
the poorer Negro boys of Newark.
